On the first Sunday in May, being the 4th day of the month, the 
Ministers and Delegates of the Evangelical Lutheran Church of the 
State of North Carolina and adjacent parts assembled in Synod, at 
mo Paul’s Church, Wythe County, Virginia, for the transaction of 

| 

On Saturday previous, a numerous congregation were edified by . 
impressive discourses, preparatory to the Sacrament of the Lord’ 
Supper. The Rev. Jacob Scherer spoke in the German language, 
from the of Solomon, Vth chapter and 2d verse, “I sleep, but 


My heart waketh ; it is the voice of my beloved that knocketh, say- 


ing, Open to me my sister, my love, my dove, my undefiled ; for my 
head is filled with dew, and my locks with the drops of the night.” 
The Rev. Daniel Jenkins hed from Revelations, [IId chapter 
and 20th verse, “ Behold, | stand at the door, and knock ; if any 
man hear my voice, and open the door, I will come in to him, and 
will sup with him, and he with me.” Another discourse was pro- 
nounced in the English language, by the Rev. William Artz, from 
Luke, XXIId chapter and 15th verse, “ With desire I have desired 
to eat this passover with you before I suffer.” After which, the con- 
tion united with their Pastor in humble confession and prayer 
to the Throne of Mercy, which is made accessible through the 
blood of the everlasting covenant, that they might be duly prepared 
to celebrate the Supper of their Lord, to realize all the honor and 


_ blessedness of belonging to Him, and of being united to Him fore- 


ver. After singing and prayer, the congregation were dismissed. 
On Sunday morning, notwit ing the descent of rain, a nu- 
merous congregation assembled in the Church, for worship. The 
services of the sanctuary were commenced by the President, who 
preached a Sermon in the German. language, from 1 Timothy, [Vth 
chapter and 8th verse, “ For bodily exercise profiteth little ; but 
godliness is profitable unto all things, having promise of the life 
that now is, and of that which is to come.”. The Secretary deli- 
vered a discourse in the English language, from Revelations, XXIId 
chapter and 17th verse, And the spirit and the bride say, come; 
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and let him that heareth say come ; and let him that is athirst say | 
come ; and whosoever will, let him take, the water of life freely.” 
During which, the weather becoming more favorable, and the con- 
course of the people greater, the Rev. Messrs. S. Rothrock and D. 
Jenkins tepaired to a stand erected in the woods near the Church, 
to conduct the exercises of diviné worship. ‘The Holy Conimiinion 
was subsequently es the Rev. Jacob Scherer, and the Sacra- 
ment of the Altar instituted by Christ, that we may obtain all the 
benefits that flow from His death, His resurrection, and His glory, 
wag administered to the members of the Synod, to the members of 
the congregation, and several Christian friends from neighboring 
Churches. 

With thanksgiving and praise to God for thé means and opportu- 
nities afforded us for st ing our attachment to His divine 
replenished with love to Him, with love 
to our Redeemer, and with love to all our fellow-men—and with 
earnest prayers that the Lord would bless the seed of the Word 
which were sown this day—the worship was concluded.

The Rev. Daniel Jenkins stated that the Rey. W. C. Bennett 
was appointed to attend this body as a Ministerial Delegate from 
the Classes of the Germaa Reformed Church in this State, but 
could not attend, on account of their meetihg happening so near 


the time of ours. 


The Rev. D. Jenkins was invited to take part in the delibera- 
tions and privileges of the members of this Synod. 

The Rev. Messrs. Marshall and Yost, of the Episcopal Metho- 
dist Church, were introduced and invited to take seats as advisory 
members of this body. 

The Minutes of the last session were read and approved. 

The Rev. 8. Rothrock stated that he visited the congregation 
in Iredell Coyoty, but did not visit those in Lincoln County, being 
prevented by family circumstances.

To the question contained in a letter referred to the Ministeri- 
um, viz. “* Whether the excommunication of immoral persons from 
the church is in accordance with the Scriptures 1”—~We answer, 
that it is; our Lord says, in Matthew, XVi[Ith chapter and 15th, 
16th, and 17th verses, “If thy brother shall trespass against thee, 
go and tell him his fault between thee and him alone ; if he shall 
jear thee, thou hast gained thy brother. But, if he will not hear 
thee, thea take with thee one or two more, that in the mouth of 
two or three witnesses every word may be established. And, if 
he shall neglect to hear them, tell it unto the church ; but, if he 
neglect to hear the church, let him be unto thee as a heathen man 
a publican.” See, also, St. Paul’s First Epistle to the Curin- 
thians, Vth chapter and 11th, 12th, and 13th verses, These, to- 
gether with many other passages of the Word of God, are full and 
positive for the excommunication of all immoral persons, all noto- 
rious and impenitent offenders, from the visible communion of the 
Church of Christ. Moreover, they are the pest of civil society, 


creating confusion, discord, and misery, wherever their influence 
extends ; consequently they are not fit for the society of Christians, 


and do not promote its happiness and prosperity, | 
To the question “* Whether the marriage of @ man to the sister 


of his deceased wife is in accordance with the laws of God, by 


which we are to he governed in forming matrimonial connections, 
and whether persons living in this connection are to be admitted 
to the Christian Sacraments 7’—We. answer, Ist, That we do not 
know that thé same is positively allowed or positively forbidden in 
the Word of God, where there is no consanguinity ; but, where 
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there is consanguinity in the parties, marriage is unnatural, and 
contrary to the divine law: 2d, That we do not feel inclined to 
countenance such connection : 3d, That persons who have entered 
into such connection may be admitted to a participation of the or- 
dinances of our Holy Religion, if they the requisite moral 
qualifications, and where there is no judicial interference. 

As the Rev. D. Jenkins intends to locate in Davidson , 
nothing could be done, at present, for our destitute people in other

ORDINATION AND LICENSURE. | 


_ WEDNESDAY, MAY 7th, 1884, 


The Ministerium and a numerous congregation assembled for 
the exercises of Divine Worship, and to attend to the ceremonies 
of Licensure and Ordination. - 

After a discourse was delivered by the Rev. William Artz, from 
Numbers, Xth chapter and 29th verse, the applicant, the Rev. S. 
Rothrock, was addressed by the Rev. President ; and, having given 
his assent to the questions requited by the Constitution, the Licen- 
tiate kneeled, and was duly set apart diid ordained as a Minister of 
the Gospel of our Lord Jesus Christ, after the example of the 
Apostles, by prayer and the imposition of hands of the Ministry. 

The right hand of fellowship was tendered by the President, and 
by all the Ministers in succession, accompanied by appropriate 
congratulations. 

The ceremony of Licensure was then performed. The appli. 
cant, Mr. Daniel Jenkins, presented himpelt b before the Altar. The 


President gave un affectionate and impressive charge; after which, - 


he proposed the questions required by the Constitution, and, having 


received answers in the affirmative, he publicly delivered to him 


his license, and admitted him as a Licentiate in the Guspel Minis- 
try.

President closed the session with prayer, announced the meeting

EXTRACT 
FROM . 
THE PRESIDENTS REPORT. 


DEARL¥ BELOVED BRETHREN: . 

" Under the watchful providence of God, who hath brought 
us hitherto, we are permitted once more to behold each others’ fa- 
ces with gladness and holy joy. It is by thé demonstrations of His 
loving kindness and tender mercies towards us, that we could as- 
semble again, for the purpose of consulting and deliberating with 


each other upon subjects connected with the interests of the Re- 


deemer’s kingdom. For favors so divine, our hearts cannot help 
to feel the most humble gratitude to Him who has the uttermost 
parts of the earth for his possession, and whose kingdom ruleth 
over all. The events of the past Synodical year become, in some 
measure, more encouraging than they have been for several years 
before. Those churches in our connexion, that could be regularly 
supplied, had not only a considerable increase since our last annual 
meeting, but are also generally in a prosperous condition, The 
Gospe) has been faithfully preached, and the Holy Ordinances re- 

larly administered. Several Conferences many Prayer- 

eetings have been held-in different places ; and, under these so- 
lemn ex€rcises, we have every reason to believe that sinners be- 
came awakened, and believers edified. Sunday-Schools are re- 
ceiving, within the bounds of our Synod, more general attention. 
The day of Thanksgiving and Prayer, set apart by a resolution of 
last Synod, was religiously observed in some of our churches.— 
There are still a goodly number of small but respectable congre- 
gations, that are vacant, within the limits of this Synod, which, if 
they could be supplied with Ministers, would add considerable 
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offered at public sales, at different times and in different places, to 


strength to this weak but evangelical member of the Lutheran 
household of faith. Prospects have also appeared, during the last 
year, of forming several new cougregations. A respectable con- 
gregution could, in all probability, be organized in or near Mocks- 
ville, (a little village situated between the Forks of the Yadkin, in 
Rowan County, N. C.) And there are similar p ts of form- 
ing new congregations in several other States.. Had we Ministers 
to attend to the wants of these destitute people, provided they 
could obtain a partial support from some other source for a while, 
these congregations alone would perhaps give them an adequate 
support. In consequence of & pressing invitation, | preached at 
Mocksville in the month of July last, and also paid the members 


of my former ions, in Lincoln County, N. C., a visit, in 
the same month. dear le, at both places, are desirous 
to be visited by Some Minister of our Synod occasionally, if no- 


thing more can be done for them. About the beginning of Novem- 
ber last, the Rev. Daniel Jenkins, of the State of Maryland, made 
himself known to me, expressing a desire to serve our church in 
this Southern section, asa Missionary, until the next session of the 
Synod. I examined him on the subject of Theology, and on other 


_ branches of literature, and found that he might be useful. After 


having consulted the other members of the Missionary Committee, 
and obtained their consent, I licensed him to itinerate and preach 
in our destitute churches until the next session of the Ministerium. 
The Minutes of our last Synodical session, as well as their addi- 
tional compositions, were ready for the press at an early season, 
but came out late. This was owing to sickness and deaths that 
took place among the near relatives of the printer, by which he 
was prevented, for a considerable time, from attending to his bu- 
siness. . 

warty hove appointed, at the last session of the Synod, a Mi- 
nisterial Delegate to represent this body at the meeting of the Ge- 
neral Synod in October last, however willingly I would have per- 
formed the duty assigned me, I found it impracticable to do so. I 
addressed, however, a letter to that Rev. Body, in the room of my 
personal presence, in due season. I would also state, before I dis- 
miss the subject of delegation, that I visited the Rev. Classes of the 


_ German Reformed Church, in Rowan County, N. C., in the month 


of May, asa Ministerial Delegate of our Synod, and was received 
with Christian affection. To reciprocate your favor, they appoint- 
ed the Rev. W. C. Bennett a Delegate to appear at the present 
session of our Synod. But, as the time of their meeting comes so 
near ours, he will probably not find it in his power to do so.
